from Fort Brown, near Matamoras, to 
Fort Clark, about 250 miles above, under 
competent officers, and with special in- 
structions as to vigilance. 


Information received here represents 


Cot'inas as an American oilizen, who re- 
cruted his followers by o| eninjr the jail at 
Brownsville, and then plundering on nbth 
sides of the river. The belief is that he 
h.is more Americans than Mexicans in his 
hind. 


Tiie authorities of the State of Clvhuahua 


recently applied to ihe President for the 
aid of our troops stationed near there to 
prevent depredations on American citizen? 
and property, alleged to have been com- 
mitted by marauders nnd banditti in ilia 
inleres!- of Miramon, who were drilling;
